Claim 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Levinson 

(5,635,233). 

There Is disclosed in Levinson a device for preparing coffee, tea, comprising: a 
cup 22, 38 (cup 38 being frusto-conical) having an inner cross-section which varies from 
top to bottom of the cup; a compressible filter membrane 13, wherein the membrane 
comprises a filter paper (col. 5, lines 34 and 35) and a foam ring member 14, 15; a 
plunger element 12 for pushing the membrane; and a lid 7 having an aperture therein 
for a shaft of the plunger

Claims 1 1-20 are allowed.
